Suicides. 

Two days before the a.8. Kiaotchar 
reached Singapore frortr Hongkong a Chi- 
nese stokor, who had beon accidentally 
scalded, jumped ovorbonr, and was drown- 
ed.

Bath-Houses for Coolies.

—It is eminently satisfactory to find His 
Excellency advocating » measure urged by 
the Sanitary Board on previous govern- 
ments ‘unavailingly, His Execiléncy's re- 
commendation should be taken*in hand 
forthwith. Mr Fung Wa Chun—It is vory 
important that public bath-houses forcuolios 
bo established. Mr EB. Oshorne—I think 
the Board recommended public baths some 
lime ago. They are badly needed, especially 
for tho coal coolies at Wanchai.

H, May—In Shanghai, Peking, Tientsin 
and other Chinese cities public baths avo 
opened by private enterprise like at home.

In 
one of the commedivus rooms used _as 
achapel thera ian large memorinl screen 
with the names of 113 persons helouging to 


the Pung Chou church who lost th 


in the Baxer rivta, very evenly divided bo- 
tween men women, and children. Tn the 
library of this ducal residence it is interest- 
ing to sew handsome falke Lacks for books 
to cover tho place where a post prevented 
real volumes from standing—a touch uf na- 
ture (or art) quite refreshing in dull, prosaic 
China. j 

The presence of so many foreignerajn 
the Capital rendera the pursuit of philolo- 
gical researches both eaay and fascinating. 
Une of tha more recent arrivals wished to 
know why the Chinese were always saying 
* Quite so,’ and what they meant by it Tt 
turned gut to be morely a reflection of tho 
fursignuer, whosé most un- 
porioua demand is ‘ktusi-ten’ (go on 
fast), . Stil! another thoughtful observer 
noticed the sitgular fact. that the 
Chines appeared familiar with une of 
the most doubtful of French neveli 
and frequently spoke his name— 
{tsou-la-guno)! Tho one phrase of pure 
and onadulterated Pekingese which ix more 
certainto lie heard than any other, is the 


expression ' Pu-kow pen'rh ’—-meaning that. 


the sum of nioncy suppused to have leon 
mentioned is less than the article cost. Tt 
is said that ‘poke’ is a Filipino, word, 
meaning ‘alittle,’ and frou this circum 
stance (as alleged) the phase haa become 
phenomenally current in a short time. 

Such of the foreigners in Paking—and 
they avo numerous—as have distinguished 
themselves by befriending the Chinese in 4 
time of storm nnd stress, the like of which 
was nover imagined, are now reaping the 
reward in thé showers of complimentary 
tablets with golden iuscriptiois (literally 
and figuratively) certifying to theBt virtues. 
It is not well to inquire into the 
origin of the material of these tablets, for 
amid the geueral destruction it is only 
necessary tv acrape off a little of the faced 
glories of some mortal of the days of Ci’ien 
‘Lung, re-Inequer the same, and gild tho 
praiseaof tho latter-day Saint, and tho thing 
ig dune at small cost, wud with just as much 
satisfaction asin any othor way. Another 
ponalar mothod ia the presenting of silk um- 

rellas, 8 gorgeous and landsome-oranmen- 
tal covering on nA large frame, which has 
tho namos uf the ‘ten thousand donors! 
inscribed in gilt charactors, Several pupular 
foreigners have a dozen or more of them, 
each uf which re-quires a large ir.mo to 
support it, and when they aro all arranged 
ja a row, Glory drips from every angle, 
and the East and the West aro reunited in 
the bonds of an affection which the por- 
formancea of the Boxers threatened at times 
to interrupt.
